WASHINGTON - Senator John 
Stennis this week called for a 
jury trial as a matter of right to 
determine the price a landowner 
should be paid for property ob- 
tained by the federal government 
to build the rocket engine testing 
site in South Mississippi. 

Stennis introduced a bill in the 
Senate urging that defendants be 
given “the right to a determina- 
tion by a jury of the amount of 
just compensation” they will re- 
ceive for their real property taken 
by the federal government in 
condemnation proceedings. 

' Stennis said, “In many cases, 
there is an honest difference of 
opinion between the landowners 
and the Corps of Engineers (the 
federal government's land acqui- 
sition agent) as to the actual value 
of the property to be acquired. 

“Im such cases where the land- 
owners and the Engineers fail to 
negotiate a settlement, a con- 
demnation suit in federal court 
is filed and a trial is held to de- 
termine the value of the land and 
the amount to be received by the 
landowner for the property taken.” 

Stennis said outright title or 
easements on about 140,000 acres 
is to be acquired for the location 
of the Mississippi Testing Opera- 
tions in Hancock and Pearl River 
Counties of South Mississippi. 

Stennis noted that “many settle- 

ments have already been made 
on certain land parcels, and 
Congress, of course, has appro- 
priated the money to buy the 
land.” 
' “My bill will ensure that every 
landowner whose property is 
taken by the United States under 
the power of eminent domain 
will be entitled to have a jury 
trial to decide the issue of just 
compensation, by filing a request 
for a jury trial.” 
- Under present law, a jury trial 
is authorized in such land cases, 
but may be waived at the dis- 
eretion of the court. 

Stennis, a former Circuit Judge, 
said: 

“I am hopeful that, even un- 
der the present law, the Court 
will grant a jury trial in all cases 
where the landowner request it 
I believe this will be the case. But 
I strongly feel that a landowner 
in these circumstances is entitled 
to a jury trial as a matter of 
right. ae 
| “Jt is the fair way. It is just.

County is now paying a prison 
guard. We strongly recommend, as 
have previous Grand Juries, that 
the Board of Supervisors take im- 
mediate action to utilize the ser- 
vices of these prisoners. We feel 
that this is just as important a 
part of the punishment of these 
people as confining them, since 
we do not want them to feel that 
they have permanent hotel facili- 
ties at the expense of the people 
of Hancock County. If they are re- 
quired to work, they will be less 
likely to return ag often. 

We have noted some irregular 
conduct on the part of Trusties in 
the Jail, which will be evidenced 
by other action taken by us. We 
strongly urge that the Sheriff be 
extremely careful of the Trusties 
selected and that these Trusties 
not be permitted access outside 
of the jail except in the day time 
and then only under surveillance. 
We also have had instances 
called to our attention where 
prisoners have brought things in- 
to the jail. No prisoner should be 
permitted to transport anything 
into the jail except through the 
Sheriff's office. 

We have inspected carefully the 
Hancock County Courthouse and 
we find, first of all, that it is ex- 
tremely dirty and that it should 
be cleaned and kept clean. We 
would strongly suggest again, as 
have other Grand Juries, and as 
we have done earlier in this re- 
port, that the prisoners be put to 
work with at least soap and water 
which would result in a general 
face-lifting of what we now have 
and must use until additional 
facilities are provided. 

We have also had under con- 
sideration and discussion the in- 
adequacy of the present facilities 
to handle the business and coun- 
ty affairs of Hancock County. The 
Board of Supervisors, with the ex- 
ception of one is ill, have appear- 
ed before us and we have had a 
general discussion about this mat- 
ter. It now appears that two pro- 
posals will be eventually placed 
before the people of the County: 
One, a proposal for a new Court- 
house at a different location with 
an estimate as to how much it 
would cost, and secondly, a re- 
novation and addition to the pre- 
sently existing courthouse. We 
urge all the people of the County 
to acquaint themselves with this 
problem and to express their wish-

We realize that this com- 
mittee will have no official func-| 
tion after the adjournment of the 
Court, but we are assured by the 
District Attorney that our commit-

We went in a body to the Han- 
cock County Hospital and to the 
County Home for the Indigent. We 
commend both of these Institu- 
tions for their excellent condition 
and the excellent manner in which 
they are being operated. We are 
glad to see the new addition con- 
templated at the hospital. The 
people of Hancock County can 
be very proud of this Institution 
and the facilities provided. 

We strongly recommend that 
the school officials of the three 
High Schools, Bay High, Hancock 
North Central and Valena C. 
Jones Colored School schedule the 
high school students during the 
year to attend some of the sessions 
of the Circuit Court of Hancock 
County in a body or by classes. 
We believe that it would be of im- 
measureable benefit to these stu- 
dents to hear the proceedings of; 
the Court, particularly in criminal 
court, and to understand the con- 
sequences of failure to follow the 
law. When these students appear 
we would suggest that the officials 
of these schools make arrange- 
ments with the Sheriff, with the 
Court and with the District Attor- 
ney to see they are present at a 
time when they could witness some 
proceedings of value, and that 
adequate seating arrangements are 
made for them in the courtroom 
in a position to hear the proceed- 
ings. 

We have been delayed in our 
proceedings and have had diffi- 
culty in arriving at decisions in 
cases because of the lack of com- 
plete information of the investiga- 
tion of the various cases We 
strongly recommend that files be 
set up by the investigating officer 
on each case and that complete 
information be obtained at the 
time of the arrest and confinement 
of the defendant.

This iiberai 
policy of student deferment is 
due primarily to a large pool of 
Class I-A men, and the low call for 
induction into the armed forces.” 

The State Director warned Se- 
lective registrants not to misin- 
terpret this to mean an automatic 
deferment. “It is still left to the 
discretion of the local board,” he 
reminded. “However, it is a ‘strong 
national and state policy to defer 
most college students where there 
is no morale problem involved.” 

The State Director further 
Stated that the regulations pro- 
vide for a registrant to be placed 
in the lowest class for which he 
is determined to be eligible. There- 
fore, if the student is taking ROTC, 
or in the reserve, he will be placed 
in Class I-D, or if he is married 
and has a child, with whom he is 
maintaininng a bona fide family 
relationship, he will be classifed 
HI-A. These classes are lower than 
ItS_ classification. Therefore, a 
student will not necessarily be in 
Class II-S if evidence is in his 
file to justify a lower classifica- 
toin. 

“The regulation is so written,” 
Colonel Sanders said, “to extend 
a young man’s liability for service 
if deferred prior to his reaching 
twenty-six years of age. However, 
the fact remains that in most 
cases a registrant will discharge 
his military obligation before 
reaching twenty-six by entering 
on active duty or entering a re- 
serve component of the armed 
forces.” 

Those who are deferred beyond 
twenty-six years because of depend- 
ency, essential employment, or for 
other legal reasons, will be liable 
for induction any time before
